highway department plans for

Mr. Dykes Rushing, of the 
Alabama Highway Department, 
told the council of the need to 
four-lane a short piece of road 
from Highway 84 past Klein- 
erts on Highway 166 (Curtis 
cut-off). Present to view plans 
for the work were representa- 
tives of Dorsey Trailers, 
Kleinerts and the Farmer’s 
Co-op. All present approved 
of the proposed action which 
includes widening of the state 
road two feet on each side from 
Kleinert’s to Curtis. Dykes told 
the city fathers that funding for 
the project has not been ob- 
tained but his department was 
ready whenever it was re- 
ceived. 

Willie James Tyson, man- 
ager of the Mulberry pool ap- 
peared before the council and 
asked for additional money. He 
wanted $50 in addition to what 
he took it at the gate, which he 
said amounted to $21 to $25 
a week. The council tabled the 
action on the request. 

Larry Bennett, director

ions, spoke to the council about 
the new work-release program 
started in Elba recently. He ac-

One councilman 
laughingly accused him of 
dressing the part as an actor 
would to make his point and he 
good humorly begged the photo- 
graphers present not to take 
his picture “in this outfit.” 
When the dust had settled the 
council had voted to make the 
improvements to the existing 
court and get bids on building 
one or two new tennis courts. 
They appointed McGuire to

rector and City Clerk on these 
projects. 

The council began discuss- 
ing cutting down telephones to 
cut the budget and then voted 
to assign the Mayor and City 
Clerk this job as it would be 
their advice used anyway. They 
are to report back at the next 
meeting. 

The council started to 
discuss pay raises for em- 
ployees and got offona motion 
by Ronnie Vaughan to assign a 
councilman to work with each 
department to help control bud- 
get and evaluate employees.

provements. This all was 
passed unanimously and later 
the council voted to make this 
effective July 1. 

The next item was another 
lengthy one as pay raises again 
came up for discussion. Coun- 
cilman John W. Sharpless made 
a motion to accept raises as 
recommended by Mayor Saw- 
yer. Councilman Ronnie Vau-

cilmen and finally the raises 
were approved with nine

nouncing that the army would 
be unable to assist Elba in 
extending the north-south run- 
way at the local airport. After 
the*meeting he told THE CLIP- 
PER publisher the several rea- 
sons why this project was 
turned down. He cited the fact 
that ‘the north house trailers 
and trees would create a dan- 
ger to extending; to the south 
army engineers estimated 145 
days would be needed to fill 
in the deep ravine; the runway 
extension was not part of the 
twenty year plan forthe airport 
among vthers. Maddox noted 
that “Mayor Sawyer has pushed 
long and hard for this and 1 
am sorry we are unable to

help him and people of Elba on 
this project.” 

Maddox told the group that 
the project of moving all heli- 
copter training to Ft. Rucker 
passed the House and was on 
the Senate calendar for July 29. 
Maddox again said ina response 
to a question from THE ELBA 
CLIPPER that he felt the econ- 
omics of the matter would out- 
way politics and the Navy fly- 
ers would being training at 
Rucker on October Ist of this 
year 

Maddox said he was buying 
property in or near Enterprise 
and would make his perimanent 
home in Coffee County. He re 
tired Wednesday (yesterday) 
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changes. They go into effect on 
July lst and ammount to about 
a 9% increase. 

The council then excused 
the police chief and city clerk 
and discussed the amount each 
would be raised..Both men were 
given pay raises. 

The council then began a 
discussion of giving some gen- 
eral fund money to the schools 
as requested at the last meet- 
ing by Superintendent Elmer 
Taylor. Mayor Sawyer opened 
the discussion witha recom- 
mendation that the City give an 
additional $1,000 a month and 
that this was all he felt the 
city could afford. 

After a short private dis- 
cussion between Ellis, Vaughan 
and Sharpless, Vaughan made 
a motion that the City give 
$2,000 a month to the school 
‘for a period of one year. Ellis 
offered an amendement to de- 
duct from this any state funds 
received by the school system 


- over that presently budgeted. 


Councilman Ellis then 
asked for a recess. He ap- 
parently went out and made a 
telephone call. When he re- 
turned Ellis asked that the May- 
or get a ruling on Councilman 
Vaughan and Sharpless voting 
on the school money issue. He 
noted that Sharpless worked at 
the school and Vaughan’s wife 
also was a teacher. After some 
discussion it was decided that 
neither of the teachers would 
be affected by the additional 
money (or lack of it) and there- 
fore no possible violation of 
ethics laws were involved and 
Ellis withdrew his request and 
the motion to give the money 
passed unanimously. 

Quickly reviewing the pre- 
sent local effort furnished to 
the schools by the city reveals 
that presently the schools get 
$1,000 cash each month; $1,573 
from the general fund goes to 
pay off money borrowed to build 


a new school and $1,806 from 
the gasoline goes to pay off 
another school building loan. 

With the additional $2,000 
the city will be contributing 
$76,548 to the schools. This 
doesn’t account for one time 
appropriations such as 
$10,000 grant to air condition 
one of the buildings several 
years ago. 

The councilmen were pre- 
sented with list of qualified 
voters, list of poll officials 
during county election and read 
reports from several letters 
written by Mayor Sawyer. 

~ Bills totaling $4,000.67 
from the general fund were 
approved.

The great body of Americans will be engulfed 
this year by the combined reverberations of the 
Bicentennial celebrations and the clamor of the 
forthcoming local, state and national elections.

This week I would like to 
inform the citizens of Coffee 
County of the Family Planning 
Program of _ the services 
available to you in the Enter- 
prise and Elba Health Depart- 
ment Family Planning Clinics. 


BACKGROUND AND PURPOSE 


The history of family plann- 
ing in Alabama had its incep- 
tion during 1930 when a few 
dedicated individuals including 
Physicians and Clergymen met 
with a Boston Physicain, who 
was dedicated to family plann- 
ing, to discuse the problem of 
childspacing in Alabama. Con- 
sequently, the Maternal Wel- 
fare Association Committed to 
the betterment of family life 
and the use of family planning 
clinic sponsored by the organi- 
zation was held at the head- 
quarters of the Anti-Tubercul- 
osis Association located in 
Birmingham. 

Later on, Jefferson County 
Public _—- Health Department, 
through the interest of its health 
officers, added family plann- 
ing to its materanl health 
services with the Maternal 
Welfare Association providing 
cost for the nursing service, 
educational publicity and cont- 
raceptive supplies. 

In 1937, the American 


Medical Association approved | 


family planning. The Alabama 
State Board of Health offered 
similar approval in 1938 by 
unanilous vote. This approval 
was largely due to the efforts 
on one of the Birmingham phy- 
sicians. The State Bureau of 
Maternal and Child Health in- 
corporated this service on a 
state-wide basis immediately 
thereafter. Since then, through 
the Bureau of maternal and 
Child Health, family planning 
services, in various- degrees, 
have been offered in every 
county. 

The Health Service Com- 
mittee. of the Comprehensive 
Health Planning Couneil re- 
commended the |formation of a 
state-wide couneil for purposes 
relevant to surveying the family 
planning needs of the state, 
identification of ancillary and 
service providers and prepara- 
tion of a state-wide proposal 
which would provide maximum 
co-ordination and utHization of 
local, state, federal and pri- 
vate funds and services. 

Thus, the Alabama Council 
for Voluntary Family Planning 
was incorporated as a non- 
profit private corporation. and 
utilization of local, state, fede- 
ral and, private funds and ser- 
vices. 

Charter members included 
the Department of Public. 
Health, the Planned Parenthood 
League of Alabama, the Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Security, 
the University of Alabama in 
Birmingham and the Commun- 


ity Action Agencies Associa- 
tion of Alabama. 


OVERALL GOALS 


The goals of the Statewide 
Family Planning Program are 
as follows: 

1. Make family planning 
services available to all low- 
income persons in the state. 

2. Improve the physical and 
mental health of mothers and 
children. 

3. Lower morbidity and 
mortality of mothers and chil- 
dren. 

4. Reduce the incidence 
of mental retardation. 

5. Reduce the incidence 
of physically handicapped chil- 
dren. 

6. Provide families the 
freedom of choice to deter- 
mine the number and spacing of 
their children. ~ 

7. Develope a more healthy 
family enviroment. 

8. Reduce the number of 
illegitimate births. 


9; Improve financial 
standards to allow better mutri- 
tion, health, and education. 

10. Provide medical eval- 
uation and conseling for infer- 
tile married couples. 

ll. Provide many women 
with fringe benefits of complet 
medical evaluation and referral 
to appropriate facilities for 
treatment.

These measures have now passed 
the Senate and go to the House of 
Representatives for final approval. 

Sponsored by Senators George 
McMillan and Richmond Pearson, 
of Birmingham, this package rep- 
resents months of work by the 
Special Task Force on Prisons 
appointed earlier this year. While 
a great many problems may 
remain in the Prison System itself 
in the immediate future, due 
primarily to an almost total lack of 
responsible top-level manage- 
ment, these bills will substan- 
tially change the existing prac- 
tices within the system which 
have produced severe financial 
problems, 

Very briefly, this legislation 
will create a strong advisory 
Committee to oversee the utiliza- 
tion of thousands of acres of 
underdeveloped farm and _for- 
estry lands owned by the System. 
Another bill will maintain a 
long-needed industrial program 


within the individual prisons. 
Related measures will increase 
both vocational training for in- 
mates and ‘good time’’ release 
opportunities for the productive 
and less hardened prisoners. 
Federally funded restitution cen- 
ters will be developed to allow 
minimum security offenders to 
repay all or part of their victims’ 


damages through properly ad- 
ministered employment oppor- 
tunities, 


I hope that you will encourage 
each of your elected officials to 
assist in making these an all 
future improvements in the 
Alabama Prison System a long 
overdue reality, 


LET'S TALK ABOUTOUR TEENS 


THE NO GOOD KID DOWN THE STREET

Semantics, in my estimation, are given too little considera- 
tion when dealing with juveniles these days, and the*importance 
of such considerations has become more evident in recent 
years, or adults have become more aware, Ordinarily law 
enforcement is on the other side of the fence in such discussions 
as this, but in this instance, to be fair with the youngsters ve, 
endeavor to help, the following must be said, 

It would be difficult to tabulate how many teens have been 
encouraged to go down the wrong path of life by people referr- 
ing to them as ‘“‘no-good’’ or by the use of other derogatory 
terms. Too often adults are heard referring to some youngster 
as the “no-good kid down the block,’? among other thoughtless 
Statements just as damaging. As everyone in the community 
knows, I insist on facing facts where youngsters are concerned, 
but at the same time I don’t think a bad situation should be 
deliberately worsened through the use of over-the -fence 
gossipy phrases loosely hung. 

Down through the years there has always been a stigma ap- 
plied to any person or family who has had a visit in the home 
by the police, or when a family member has been taken to 
headquarters for questioning. While it is by no means a mark 
of social prestige, the fact that a police/family contact has had 
to be made is certainly not sufficiently conclusive that anyone 
is guilty of anything. Law enforcement personnel must make 
many personal contacts in the everyday investigative require- 
ments of their positions, and a friend, neighbor or especially 
a teen, should not be adversely prejudged when involved. 
Apparent police visits in a neighborhood should demonstrate 
two obvious things: that the law enforcement agency is doing 
its job, and that a situation that could affect the entire neighbor 
is receiving the attention necessary to keep it to a matter of 
minimum concern. Such things are not, and should not be, the 
basis for establishing a kangaroo court-type attitude. 

When asked why they committed offenses, answers given by 
many teens over the nation come through like this: (1) Nobody 
likes me anyway, (2) Everybody says I’m no good, guess they’re 
right. (3) I can’t help myself, everything I do is wrong. (4) 
My parents don’t care what Ido. (5) Ask my parents, they know 
why I do these things. Such replies, and others like them 
often unrelated to the questions asked, give insight into young 
minds, and the desperate need most youngsters haye for authori- 
tative parental direction, guidance and above all, understanding. 

Name tags given teens--whether deServed or not--can work 
toward the further psychological detriment of the young mind. 
‘Adults, particularly, should be looking for the good and spending 
the necessary time and effort to develop it. To do less is to 
give up the responsibility demanded of mature people. 

We, in this department, constantly strive to handle teen 
problems in a manner that the offenders will be better citizens 
at the conclusion of their ‘‘brush with the law.’’ To make our 
system work, every adult in the community can dono less.

A Plea To Churches For The Pastor’s Salary 


BY: RALPH DUNCAN 


Most Baptist churches need 
a full-time pastor located in 
their community. But he has 
to live! Christian people are 
as responsible to meet their 
pastor’s money needs as he is 
to probide the church's spiritual 
ministry. 

I Conrinthians 9:13-14 says, 
“Do ve not know that they 
which minister about holy 
things of the temple? and they 
which wait at the altar are 
partakers with the altar? Even 
so hath the Lord ordained that 
they which preach the gospel 
live of the gospel.” 

When a pastor assumes the 
responsibilities of church lead- 
ership he must keep an auto- 
mobile that will start when 
necessary. He also needs to 
dress presentably enough to 
make a positive impression 
in public places. 

He must provide schooling 
and medical care for himself 
and his family. If he does 
not have maximum hospitali- 
zation and other insurance, he 
is flirting with disaster. 

Many pastors! know provide 
their churches’ official trans- 
portation. Constantly they go, 
go, go, on church business, 
visiting, witnessing, recuriting 
and attending meetings. 

A few years ago a highly 
respected city mission super- 
intendent said to me, ‘‘About 
the only way a church in my 
cit, will give a pastor a raise 
is when they call a new pastor 
on the field.’’

Mrs. John F. Wells, for- 
merly of Kentucky and Ten- 
hessee, now of Interlachen, 
Florida, wrote an interesting 
letter regarding earlier days. 
With some editing, and with 
Mrs. Wells, permission, the 
letter is as follows: 

“We moved from Jacksboro, 
Tenn., to Kentucky, in a wagon 
pulled by a team of mules 
The best I recall we only hada 
cookstove, one bed, a table, a 
couple of chairs, and a few 
pots and pans. 

**My husband had been out 
of work so long, we were glad 
to get the job. The house we 
moved into was a two-room 
logging hut with’ two windows 
and one door. My husband’s 
job was to ‘‘fire’’ the wood- 
burning locomotive which pul- 
led around a dozen railroad 
cars loaded with logs. 

“The men would make two 
trips a day from the mountains 
to a loading place. They then 
loaded the logs with the help 
of railroad gangs for shipment 
to Knoxville, Tenn 

‘My husband sometimes 
came home so wet and muddy 
and cold his overalls would 
stand up by themselves! He 
made $3.00 per day and he 
worked twelve or fourteen 
hours a day 

“TI remember that they 
would go way up the mountain 
and load logs on a train car 
Sand was used to brake (slow 
down) the cars. One day the 
sand boy failed to put enough 
sand on the tracks and four or 
five cars of logs got away 
They crashed a few feet from 
our house near where our son 
had been playing minutes be- 
fore. One log hit a tree and 
split.’ 

The Wells live at Box 246, 
Interlachen, Florida, 32048, 
and request that anyone who 
may have worked with Mr 
Wells write them 

Mrs. Wells commented 
that during the time she lived 
in the mountains she once at- 
tended a religious meeting 
she said she couldn't remem- 
ber the speaker's name but 
he told the Bibical story of 
God talking to the children 
of Israel God told them he 
would fight their battles ifthey 
served Him 

Those days were difficult to 
Say the least, and inspira 
tion from the Bible was as 
welcome as a spring shower 
We all feel helpless at times 
and the knowledge that we are 
not along is the source of com- 
fort we need. Long, hard days 
were often ended with reading 
from the Bible 

An old poem by Robert 
Burns recounts an instance 
when a family gathered at the 
table each Saturday night to 
hear the father read to them 
from the Holy Bible The 
author, in his later years, cov 
tinued to reciéve strength from 
those moments

such as paid vacations, hos- 
pital, life insurance, and re- 
tirement benefits will equal 
one-half of industrial workers’ 
incomes Thus, fringe bene- 
fits would likewise be a signi- 
ficant part ofa pastor’s income! 

I know a pastor who for 
four years, making severe sac- 
rifices, served a small, but 
fast growing, Southern Baptist 
Convention church in a ‘‘Pio- 
heer area.’ Strangely, many 
new members of the church 
for two years were opposed 
by older church leaders in a 
strong attempt to give the pas- 
tor a salary increase. (At 
that time the church had a 
$2.U00 monthly balance in its 
general fund.) But that same, 
church raised their new pas- 
tor’s annual salary $2,000. The 
increase helped...the new pas- 
tor. But it took the former 
pastor two years to recover 
from dollar losses he had in- 
curred while serving that 
church. 

Occasionally some churches 
go far above others in their 
efforts to provide for their 
pastor and his family. How- 
ever, even these may become 
slack and what previously was 
an adequate income may be- 
come only existance wages. 

Dr. Hal D. Bennett, long- 
time Baptist minister, said, 
“Some churches...don’t really 
intend to deprive their pastor. 
They don’t plan to force him 
into debt. They don’t delibera- 
tely set out to make him so 
money-conscious that he has 
to look around for a place to 
serve, ‘where I am more ap- 
preciated.’ They don’t meet his 
needs because they can hardly 
believe such day-to-day obli- 
gations exist for. one of God’s 
special men.’’ But the need 
do exist! And unless many 
churches immediately come to 
the financial resuce of their 
pastors will be forced to leave 
the full-time pastorate within 
the next twelve months. 

Facing the financial facts 
of life seldom is easy for an 
individual or a church. And

for a church to admit failure 
to provide an adequate salary 
for its pastor is a painful 

lesson in humility for its lead- 

ers. But it’s better for church 

leasers to be humbled than for 
God’s man to suffer and an- 
nually take cuts in his salary. 
That's what I said... cuts 
in salary!. A church that has 
not given its pastor a raise 
vf at least twenty per cent 
during the past 2-3 years has 
cut the man’s wages -due to 
the continuing raise of inflat- 
ion. 

Church leasers, if you 
are concerned about your pas- 
tor’s welfare, appoint a com- 
mittee that will honestly eval- 
uate his needs. Determine his 
anuual income and compare it 
to the income of respected 
leasers in the church. Try to 
get an accurate estimate ofthe 
number of miles your pastor 
drives his car per year on 
church business. Then, accept 
the hard fact that it costs the 
pastor at least 12¢ per mile for 
the expends on church business. 
(I know numerous pastors who 
drive 20,000 miles per year 
on church business, but it is a 
rare and fortunate minister who 
receives $2,400 per year car 
allowance above his basic sal- 
ary.) : 

When the study is comp- 
leted, several options are open 
to the church. The most ob- 
vious one: give the pastor a 
raise! Other alternatives in- 
clude two churches being ser- 
ved by one pastor. Or a non- 
resident student pastor may be 
the best possible compromise. 

A long held axiom in Bap- 
tist life should still hold true. 
Namely, that when Baptist 
people recognize a need they 
become concerned about it and 
do something about it. Some 
churches recently have done 
positive soul searching in re- 
spect to their pastor’s salary.

SUCCESSFUL PICKLING 


Satisfactory pickle products 
can be obtained only when 
good-quality ingredients are 
used and proper procedures are 
followed. Correct proportions 
of fruit or vegetable, sugar, 
salt, vinegar, and spices are 
essential. Alum and lime are 
not needed to make pickles 
crisp and firm if good-quality 
ingredients and up-to-date pro- 
cedures are used. 

Use tested recipes. Read 
the complete recipe before 
starting preparation. Make 
sure necessary ingredients are 
on hand.. Measure or weigh 
all ingredients carefully. 


LIGHT BULBS 


Are your light bulbs buru- 
ing out faster than you think 
they should? Don’t blame the 
bulb manufacturer--the pro- 
blem may be with you. 

Excessive voltage shortens 
the life of bulbs. If you are 
using 120-volt bulbs, try some 
rated for 125 volts, or even 
130 volts. 

Too much heat in a fixture 
affects bulb life, too. Some 
poorly designed fixtures don’t 
allow the heat to be dissipa- 
ted. And using bulbs with a 
higher wattage than the fixture 
is designed to use will produce 
too much heat. 

Excessive vibration also 
cuts the life of bulbs. 

Poor electrical connections 
are another cause.of bulb burn 
outs. Screw bulbs firmly into 
the socket, but don’t force. 

To avoid changing bulbs so 
often, use ‘‘long life’’ bulbs, 
which give off less light, in 
hard-to-reach places where the 
econ of illumination isn’t cri- 
ical, 


CANNING JARS 


bama. It is well adapted to 
most soilsi‘in Alabama. In 
Coffee County it is probably 
the leading clover. It has a 
long productive growing sea- 
son in the spring. It reseeds 
abundantly. The forage quality 
is high throughot the growing 
season. Arrowleaf also has 
excellent resistance to drought 
and insect damage. This valu- 
able clover can be overseeded 
in the fall in Bahia and Coastal 
Bermuda sods. The clover 
plant should be 4 to 6 inches 
high before grazing is started 
in the fall. 

Incidentally, with the great 
demand for these seed, there 
is an opportunity for growers 
to plant the clover alone to 
save for seed. If you have an 
interest in growing some com- 
mercial Yucchi Arrowleaf Clo- 
ver seed, get in touch with 
me, and | will send you com- 
plete information onthe recom- 
mended ways to grow it. 


COASTAL BERMUDA 


Pat Brown of Route One, 
Enterprise, called me about 
the poor showing of his Coastal 
Bermuda this spring. He’s 
fertilized it and limed it but 
is very much dissatisfied with 
it. The past two or three 
years we have had a number 
of growers in the county who 
have experienced Coastal Ber- 
muda dying out in spots or not 
growing as it should. 

Forage crops specialists 
tell me that the proper level 
to get maximum growth. For 
example, a shortage of potash 
will cause the Coastal to die 
out. This is why it is soneces- 
Sary to soil test Coastal Ber- 
muda, 

I have also had several 
calls on controlling weeds in 
Coastal. We recommend sey- 
eral materials, Among these 
are Weedmaster at the rate of 
1 quart per acre broadcast or 
Banvel, which is a combination 
of Dicamba and 2, 4-D at the 
rate of 1/4 to 1 pound per 
acre, 2, 4-D is also effective, 
but it is not as good as either 
Weedmaster or Banvel., 2, 4-D 
is less expensibe, though, and 
should be used at the rate of 
1/2 to 2 pounds per acre. 
GARDENING TIPS 


Dean Bond, our gardenig 
specialist, wrote the following: 
This is a critical time for home 
gardeners in controlling totiato 
diseases. Growers often get

And don’t use standard or 
commercial jars for home can- 
ning, either. These one-step 
jars--designed for carrying a 
certain product such as pickles 
or peanut butter from the plant 
to the kitchen--aren’t tempered 
to withstand the high tempera- 
ture of the pressure canner. 
They could break in the boiling 
water bath.

Safety Farm 
Week Set 


By President 


The week of July 25-31 
has been proclaimed National 
Farm Safety Week by Presid- 
ent Gerald R. Ford. Thetheme 
of this year’s observance spon- 
sored by the National Safety 
Council (NSC), and the U.S. 


Department of Agriculture 
(USDA), is ‘‘Educate for 
Safety.'’ This marks the 33rd 
consecutive observance of an 
annual safety event that began 
during World War II in an 
effort to promote safety cons- 
ciousness and reduce costly 
accidents that cut agricultural 
productivity. : 

Accidents in 1975 claimed 
the lives of approximately 5,500 

farm residents and caused 
about 500,000 disabling injur- 
jes, according to the National 
Safety Council. Morethan half 
of the deaths occurred in motor 
vehicle accidents. About one- 
fourth of the deaths and 

140,000 disabling injuries were 
caused by farm work accidents. 
The cost of farm accidents, 
including farm fores, is esti- 
mated at $3 billion annually. 

Secretary of Agriculture 
Earl L, Butz said: ‘‘American 
farmers pride themselves in 
being Safety-minded and 
datety-motivated, They are 
both the teachers and the 
taught. They are the parties 
at risk when accidents occur 
and they know it, 

“Agricultural safety edu- 
cation involves person to per- 
son training in a work situa- 
tion, It requires a teacher 
aware of hazards and an at- 
tentive learner to whom exam - 
ple is more effective than writ 
ten text. Safety education pays 
off by preventing human suff 
ering and economic loss, The 
best instruction, however, is 
meaningless unless farmers, 


ranchers, their families and 
employees remain constantly 
alert and use good judgement 
on the job.”’

A BILL TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Providing for purging the 
lists of registered voters in 
Coffee County; requiring and 
prescribing the procedure for 
the purging and reidentification 
of registered voters; placing 
certain duties on the board of 
registrars, judge of probate, 
and the county governing body 
relative to the reidentification 
and purging of registered vot- 
ers; and providing a penalty 
for willfully making a false 
statement in connection with 
reidentification. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1: The board of 
registrars of Coffee County is 
hereby directed to purge all 
lists of the qualified electors 
in the county to the end that 
the names of all persons who 
are deceased or nonresidents 
of the county, or have other- 
wise become disqualified from 
yoting in Coffee County, shall 
be removed from such lists, 
and that the name of each qual- 
ified elector shall appear only 
on the list of qualified electors 
for the district and precinct 
in which he resides. 

Section 2. The board of 
registrars shall omit and re- 
move from the lists of qualified 
electors of the county thename 
of any person who fails to re- 
identify himself, in the manner 
prescribed herein, before the 
first day of January, 1978. No 
person whose name is removed 
from the list of qualified el- 
ectors as herein provided shall 
cease permanently to bea qual- 
ified elector nor be subject to 
re-registration, but shall be 
subject only to the require- 
ment that he reidentify himself 
as a duly registered elector 
before being listed on the list 
of qualified electors in the 
county, and before being 
entitled to vote. 

Section 3. Prior to the No- 
vember general election of 
1976, the board of registrars 
of Coffee County is authorized 
and directed to commence re- 
identification of the qualified 
electors of the county. The 
members of the board of reg- 
istrars shall meet as provided 
by law at least once, and more 
often if necessary, and remain 
at each location at least one 
day from nine o'clock a.m 
until four o'clock p.m. for the 


purpose of enabling qualified 
and registered voters to 
reidentify themselves The 


board shall give at least ten 
days notice, by advertisement 
in all newspapers of general 
circulation published in the 
county, stating the time, date 
and place where they will meet 
Upon failure to give such notice, 
or to appear as notified, after 
like notice, they shall fill new 


appointments. The’board shall 
remain in session for thirty 
(30) days. During such session 
the board shall visit each loca- 
tion on at least one day and 
the remainder of the time may 
be divided as the board of reg- 
istrars deems necessary, to 
enable the qualified electors of 
the county to appear and re- 
identify themselves inthe man- 
ner provided herein. No voter 
shall appear and reidentify 
himself except as provided in 
this act. 

Section 4. Each member of 
the board of registrars shall 
be paid from the county general 
fund, as now provided by law, 
for each day’s attendance upon 
the special sessions of the 
board required under the pro- 
visions of this act; but if such 
special session is held on the 
same day a regular session is 
required to be held under the 
laws of this state, registrars 
shall receive only one per diem 
allowed for performing their 
regular duties, it being the in- 
tent and purpose of this act 
that registrars shall be en- 
titled to receive only one per 
diem allowance for one day’s 
service. If one or more of 
the members of the board shall 
refuse, neglect, or be unable 
to serve, or if a vacancy or 
vacancies occur in the mem- 
bership of the board from any 
cause, the Governor, State 
Auditor, and Commissioner ot 
Agriculture and Industries, or 
a majority of them, shall forth- 
with make other appointments 
to fill such vacancies, 

Section 5. A qualified el- 
ector may reidentify himself 
in any one of the following 
ways: @) He may reidentify 
himself by appearing in person 
at the office of the board of 
registrars or the judge of pro- 
bate of Coffee County and an- 
swering such questions and 
submitting such proof as may 
reasonably be required by the 
board of registrars, the judge 
of probate or one of its or 
his duly authorized employees 
to establish his identity and 
place of legal residence and that 
he has not become disqualified 
from voting in such county. The 
judge of probate shall deliver 
all completed questionnaires to 
the chairman of the board of 
registrars once a month. (b) 
He may reidentify himself by 
filling in and mailing to the 
office of the board of regis- 
trars the completed answers 
to such questions as may rea- 
sonably be propounded and 
mailed to him in a written 
questionnaire by the board of 
registrars, or on aform which 
board of registrars shall cause 
to be printed inall newspapers 
of general circulation published 
in the county, Such question 
naire may contain such quest- 


ions as are reasonably neces- 
sary to establish the identity 
of the person signing such ques- 
tionnaire, the place ofhis legal 
residence, and that he has not 
become disqualified from vot- 


ving in such county. All answers 


to such questionnaires shall be 
signed by the elector inthe pre- 
sence of at least two witnesses 

who are qualified electors of 
such county and who shall sign 
his answers as attesting wit- 
nesses (c) He may reidentify 
himself at the general election 
of 1976 or at any election at 
which he votes during 1°77 or 
1978 (or any tenth year there- 
after), by filling out and sigring 
answers to the questionnaire 
prepared by the board of reg- 
istrars in the presence of a 
clerk, manager or returning of- 
ficer at such election. Such 
clerk, manager or returning of- 
ficer shall sign the answers of 
such voter as an attesting wit- 
ness. The returning officer 
shall transmit all such filled in 
and signed answers to quest- 
ionnaires to such board of reg- 
istrars. (d) Any voter who has 
been purged from the list of 
qualified electors for failure 
to reidentify may reidentify 
himself on any election day at 
the office of the board of regis- 
trars by appearing in person. 
He will be given a certificate 
to take to the polls in order to 
vote on that day. 


Section 6. The board of 
registrars shall meet on the 
first Monday in January 1978, 
for the purpose of purging the 
registration lists andthe names 
of all persons who have failed 
to appear and reidentify them- 
selves in the manner herein 
prescribed shall be stricken 
from the lists, provided, how- 
ever, that said board shall 
not strike the name of any 
person, or of the spouse of 
any person, known by any mem- 
ber of said board, or made 
known to the said board by 
the written affidavit of another 
qualified elector, tobe inactive 
duty of-any of thearmed forces 
of the United States of America, 
and to be stationed, or to be 
living with her or his spouse, 
as the case may be, outside 
Coffee County, Alabama, during 
the period of time from the 
effective date hereofto January 
1, 1978. 


Section 7. Any qualified 
elector of the county who shall 
have his name omitted or re- 
moved from the list of quali- 
fied electors in the county by 
failure to appear and reidenti- 
fy himself as herein provided 
shall be entitled to have his 
name restored to the list of 
qualified electors by appear- 
ing in person at the office of 
the board of registrars, or at 
the office of the judge of pro- 
bate, and answering such ques- 
tions and submitting such proof, 
under oath, as the board may 
require to establish the voter’s 
identity, place of legal resi- 
dence, and the fact that the 
voter has not become disqual- 
ified from voting inthe county. 
Provided, however, every qual- 
ified elector must have re- 
identified himself at least 30 
days prior to the election 
at which he offers to vote; 
provided further, however, that 
this act shall not be construed 
or applied to impair or deny 
the right to vote in person or 
by absentee ballot of afy person 
or of the spouse of any person, 
now a qualified elector of said 
county, who is in active duty 
of any of the armed forces 
of the United States of America 
and stationed, and as to the 
spouse, who is living with her 
or his husband or wife as the 
case may be, outside of Coffee 
County, Alabama, during the

Section 8. The court of 
county commissioners, board 
of revenue or like governing 
body of Coffee County is hereby 
authorized, directed and re- 
quired to furnish the board of 
registrars with the supplies, 
equipment, printed forms, sta- 
tionery, stamps, clerical help 
and newspaper advertisements 
necessary for the reidentifica- 
tion of voters as herein pro- 
vided. 

Section 9. The questionnaire
